CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS. 


We are republishing herein the draft of proposed constitution and 
by-laws of the Kansas Medical Society. This was drawn up as nearly 
in accordarice with the intended course of action of the American 
Medical Association as it was possible for us to know at that time. 
It is very similar to the constitution and by laws of the New York 
State Medical Association. Some changes were necessarily made on 
account of the wording of our charter. Every member should read 
carefully every section of this draft so that he may be prepared to 
vote on its adoption and suggest such changes as will best serve the 
society. There are doubtless many places for improvement and it is 
only through the advice of many that we can reach a satisfactory con- 
clusion. The matter will come up for final action at the meeting in 
Lawrence next month. It would be a great help to the society in de- 
termining what is best to be done if each of the local, county and dis- 
trict organizations would express their sentiments in regard to re-or- 
ganization and their willingness to act in harmony with the plan. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Article IL—Name. 

Section 1. The name of this Society shall be The Kansas Medical 
Society. 

Article I].—Objects. 

Section 1. The objects of this Society shall be the advancement of 
medical knowledge, the elevation of the medical profession and the 
promotion of all measures adapted to the relief of suffering, the im- 
provement of the health and the protection of the lives of the com- 
munity.

Article III].—Organization. 


Section 1. The Kansas Medical Society shall be composed of resi- 
dent, non-resident, and honorary members. 

Sec.2. The resident members shall consist of those who are mem- 
bers of this Society and who shall continue to conform to the by-laws, 
and who have maintained their membership as provided by the by-laws. 
Physicians who are graduates of reputable medical colleges and who 
are regular practitioners of medicine in Kansas and who shall be re- 
commended by two members in good standing of this Society, may 
become resident members by application in the manner provided by 
the by-laws. 

Sec. 3. The resident members shall constitute the active member- 
ship, and shall be organized into six (6) District Branches and one 
hundred and five (105) County Auxiliary Societies. 

Sec. 4. The superintendence and management ot the Kansas Medi- 
cal Society shail be vested in a representative body known and desig- 
nated as the Council and Fellows, which body shall have power to 
elect officers from the membership of the Society who shall become 
thereby members of the Council and who shall be the officers of the 
Kansas Medical Society; to make and prescribe by-laws that shall 
govern its officers, fellows and members; to establish the conditions 
of admisson, suspension and expulsion of members; to determine the 
amount of the annual dues and also to impose assessinents from time 
to time on its members; to collect such dues and assessments by suit 
or otherwise; and to receive, hold, invest or otherwise dispose of all 
moneys or other properties belonging to The Kansas Medical Society. 

Sec. 5. The Council shall consist of the President, Recording Sec- 
retary and Treasurer of the Kansas Medical Society and the Presi- 
dents of the District Branches of the Society. 

Sec. 6. The Fellows shall be members specially chosen by the sev- 
eral County Auxiliary Societies, to the number of one for every ten of 
their members, and by the District Branches to the number of one for 
every ten of their members who are not members of a County Auxiliary 
Society, to hold office for one year from the date of their election. 


Article IV.—Officers. 

Section 1 The officers of this Society shall be a President, two Vice- 

Presidents, a Recording Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary, a Treas- 

urer and a Librarian. The President, Recording Secretary, and 
Treasurer shall be members of the Council ex ofictis. 

Sec. 2. The officers shall be elected at the annual meeting of the 

Council and Fellows, in the manner provided by the by-laws, and shall 
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hold their offices for one year or until their successsors are elected and 
qualified, except the Recording Secretary, who shall be elected for a 
term of three years. 

Sec. 3. There shall be five standing committees, namely: a Com- 
mittee on Arrangements, a Committee on Legislation, a Committee 
on Public Health and Medical Charities, a Committee on Nominations, 
and a Committee on Publication. 

Sec. 4. The Standing Committees shall be appointed by the Coun- 
cil, and shall hold office for one year or until their successors are qual- 
ified. 

Article V.—Meetings. 

Section. 1. One regular meeting shall be held each year at Topeka. 

Special meetings may be held as provided by the by-laws. 
Article VI.—Ethics. 


Section 1. The Code of Ethics of this Society shall be that of The 


_ American Medical Association, which is hereby acknowledged as bind- 


ing upon all its members. 
Article VII.—Punishments. 


Section 1. The Society shall have the power to censure, suspend or 
expel any member convicted of violating its provisions or who may be 
guilty of any act which may be considered derogatory to the honor of 
the medical profession, on the recommendation of the Council, and in 
the manner provided by the by-laws, and by a vote of three-fourths of 
the members present at an annual meeting of the Society. 


Article VIII.—Amendments. 

Section 1, Amendments to this Constitution may be made by a three- 
fourths vote of the members of the Society present and voting ot any 
regular annual meeting; provided, that such amendments shall have 
been preseuted in writing and read at the previous annual meeting. 


BY LAWS. 
Article I.—Duties of the Council. 


Section 1. The Council shall be the Judicial and Executive Board 
of The Kansas Medical Society. 

Sec. 2, The Council shall meet annually in the city of Topeka on 
the day immediately preceding the annual meeting of The Kansas 
Medical Society, and at such other times and places as the President 
may direct; and the President shall call special meetings at the written 
request of five (5) members. 

Sec. 3. Five (5) members shall constitute a quorum of the Council. 
Sec. 4. All appeals from decisions of District Branches of The Kan- 
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sas Medical Society on questions of ethics and discipline shall be refer- 
red to and be adjudicated by the Council. 

Sec. 5. The Council, through its secretary, shall present at the an- 
nual meeting of the Council and Fellows an annual report which shall 
include a statement of the condition of the funds of the Society, the 
disbursements for the current year, and a record of all changes in 
membership. 

Article II].—Duties of the Council and Fellows. 

Section 1. There shall be an annual meeting of the Council and Fel- 
lows in the City of Topeka on the first day of the annual meeting of 
The Kansas Medical Society, following the meeting of the Council; 
and special meeting at such other times and places as may be deter- 
mined by the Council and Fellows. 

Sec. 2. Twenty one (21) members shall constitute a quorum of the 
Council and Fellows. 

Sec. 3. All officers of The Kansas Medical Society shall be elected 
by ballot by the Council and Fellows at the annual meeting. After 
the Nominating Committee has made its report, the Council and Fel- 
lows shall proceed to ballot upon the names presented, each member 
of the Council and each Fellow casting one ballot which shall be pre- 
pared by writing the names of the various offices to be filled, each fol- 
lowed by his choise of the nominees for that office. The ballots shall 
then be counted by three tellers, who shall be appointed by the Pres. 
ident from the Fellows present, and each candidate who has received 
a majority of all the votes cast for any office shall be declared elected 
to that office. Should no one of the candidates for one or more of the 
offices receive a majority of the votes cast then another ballot must be 
taken for the offices still vacant, dropping from the nominees for each 
office the one who has received the smallest number of votes, and so 
proceed until all of the offices are filled. 

Sec. 4. Questions of order shall be determined in accordance with 
the rules of order and procedure laid down in Robert’s Rules of Order. 

Sec. 5. The order of business at the annual mang of the Council 
and Fellows shall be as follows: 

1. Calling the meeting to order. 
2. Roll-call by the Secretary. 
3. President’s report on the needs of the Society. 
4, Annual report of the Council. 
5. Report of the Treasurer. 
6. Reports of Standing Committees. 
7. Reports of Special Committees. 
. Uufinished Business. 
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9. New Business. 
10. Report of Nominating Committee. 
11. Election of officers. 
Article III.—Duties of officers. 

Section 1. The Preident shall preside at all meetings of the Coun- 
cil and of the Council and Fellows and of the Society. Heshall appoint 
all committees or members of committees not otherwise provided for. 
At the annual meetiag of the Council and Fellows he shall report the 
condition and needs of the Society, and shall deliver at its annual 
meeting an address upon some scientific subject at such time as may 
be determined by the Committee on Arrangements. 

Sec. 2. Inthe absence of the President the First Vice-President, and 
in his absencealso, the Second Vice-President shall act as President. 
In the absence of the President and both Vice-Presidents the Society 
shall elect a President pro tempore. 

Sec. 3. The Recording Secretary shall keep a correct record of the 
proceedings of the Council, the Council and Fellows and of the Society 
and prepare the same for publication and shall have charge of the 
books, papers, and other documents of the Society; he shall keep a 
list of the members with their post-office addresses; notify new mem- 
bers of their election within thirty days thereafter; attest all orders 
drawn upon the Treasurer and discharge such other duties as shall be 
required of him and make a report of his doings and the condition of 
the Society at the annual meeting of the Council and Fellows. 

Sec. 4. The Corresponding Secretary shall attend to all correspond- 
ence, make programs for meetings, and send notice of the meetings 
of the Society, and whatever other duties may appertain to the office. 

Sec. 5. The freasurer shall have charge of the funds of the Society, 
and collect all moneys due the Society, and receipt for the same; pay 
out money only on orders signed by the President and attested by the 
Recording Secretary, and at each annual meeting submit a detailed 
report of the exact condition of the Treasury, and, at the expiration of 
his term of office, hand over to his successor all moneys and other pro- 
perty of the Society in his possession. 

Sec. 6. The Treasurer shall be under bond to an amount fixed by 
the Council and Fellows. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the Librarian to preserve all books, 
pamphlets and pathological specimens belonging to the Society, and 
keep the same where they can be consulted and examined by the mem- 
bers as they may desire. 

Article 1V.—Composition and Duties of Committees, 
Section 1. The chairmen of standing committees shall make full re- 
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ports at the annual meeting of the Council and Fellows of the work 
done by their respective committees during the year. 

Sec. 2. Each committee shall hold at least one meeting annually, 
at which a majority of its members shall constitute a quorum, and 
shall make and preserve accurate minutes of all its proceedings. 

Sec. 3. The Committee on Arrangements shall consist of seven (7) 
members including the President and Corresponding Secretary, who 
shall be members ex offciis. 

Sec. 4. The Committee on Arrangements shall make all necessary 
arrangements for each annual meeting of the Society. 

Sec. 5. The Committee on Legislation shall consist of six (6) mem- 
bers, one from each of the District Branches. It shall be the duty of 
this committee to inform itself of all proposed Legislation in the Leg- 
islature of the State bearing on medical subjects, and to organize 
and carry into effect, subject to the approval of the Council, such plans 
intended to influence legislation as it may deein for the best interests 
of the profession or the public. 

Sec. 6. The Committee on Public Health and Medical Charities shall 
consist of six (6) members, one from each District Branch. This com- 
mittee shall be charged with the duty of investigating all matters 
relating to public health, and of presenting to the Council and Fellows 
suggestions as to the action to be taken in these matters. 

Sec. 7. The Committee on Nominations shall consist of two (2) Fel- 
lows elected by each District Branch. It shall be the duty of this 
Committee to present nominecs for all elective offices at the annual 
meeting of the Council and Fellows until such offices shall be filled, 
and to present, as occasion requires, nominees for appointment by the 
President, to serve for the unexpired term for any office made vacant 
by resignation or death. 

Sec. 8. The Committee on Publication shall consist of the Recording 
Secretarv, who shall be chairman ex ofici’s, and tour (4) members to 
be appointed by the Council. This committee shall have full charge 
of all publications of the Society, with power to determine what papers 
shall appear in the printed transactions of the Society. No paper that 
has appeared in print or that has been read belore any medical society 
previous to its presentation before The Kansas Medical Society shall 
be published in the transactions. 

Article V.—Meetings of the Society. 

Section 1. The Kansas Medical Society shall hold an annual meet- 
ing in the City of Topeka, beginning on the first Wednesday in May, 
and special meetings at such times and places as may be determined 
by the Council and Fellows. 
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Sec. 2. Special meetings shall be called by the President upon the 
written request of twenty-five (25) members. 

Sec. 3. The order of business at the annual meeting shall be as 
follows: 

. Calling the Society to order. 
. Report of the chairman of the Committee on Arrangements. 
. Address of welcome. 
. Special reports from the Council and Fellows. 
. Reports of special committees. 
Special addresses. 
President’s address. 
Reading and discussion of papers. 
Adjourgment. 
Article VI.—District Branches. 

Section 1. The one hnndred and five counties of the State shall 
be grouped in six districts to be constituted and designated as fol- 
lows: 

The First or North East District shall embrace the counties of 
Marshall, Nemaha, Brown, Doniphan, Riley, Pottawatomie, Jack- 
son, Atchison, Jefferson, Leavenworth, Wyandotte, Geary, Wabaun- 
see, Shawnee, Morris, Douglas, Johnson, Osage. 

The Second or South East District shall embrace the counties ot 
Lyon, Coffey, Anderson, Linn, Greenwood, Woodson Allen, Bour- 
bon, Elk, Wilson, Neosho, Crawford, Chautauqua, Montgomery, 
Labette, Cherokee, Franklin, Miami. 

The Third or North District shall embrace the counties of Smith, 
Jewell, Republic, Washington, Osborne, Mitchell, Cloud, Clay, Rus- 
sell, Lincoln, Ottawa, Ellsworth, Saline, Dickinson. 

The Fourth or South District shall embrace the counties of Bar- 
ton, Rice, McPherson, Marion, Chase, Stafford, Reno, Harvey, Pratt, 
Kingman, Sedgwick, Butler, Barber, Harper, Sumner, Cowley. 

The Fifth or North West District shall embrace the counties of 
Cheyenne, Rawlins, Decatur, Norton, Phillips, Sherman, Thomas, 
Sheridan, Graham, Rooks, Wallace, Logan, Gove, Trego, Ellis. 

The Sixth or South West District shall embrace the counties of 
Greeley, Wichita, Scott, Lane, Ness, Rush, Hamilton, Kearney, Fin- 
ney, Hodgeman, Pawnee, Edwards, Stanton, Grant, Haskell, Gray, 
Ford, Kiowa, Morton, Stevens, Seward, Mead, Clark, Comanche. 

Sec. 2. In each of these Districts there shall be organized a District 
Branch of The Kansas Medical Society to be composed of the several 
County Auxiliary Societies and members residing in counties tempo- 
rarily having no County Auxiliary Society, 
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Sec. 3. The officers of each District Branch shall be a President, 
who shall be ex oficto a member of the Council of the Kansas Medical 
Society; a vice-president, a Secretary, anda Treasurer. These officers 
shall be elected by ballot and shall serve for one year or until their 
successors have qualified. 

Sec. 4. There shall be an Executive and Judicial Committee in each 
District Branch composed of its officers and three members to be chosen 
by ballot at the annual election of officers; Nominating Committee 
chosen by and from each of the component County Auxiliary Societies 
and one member at large chosen by and from the members who are 
not affiliated with a County Auxiliary Society; and a Committee on 
Applications of three (3) members appointed by the President at each 
meeting. 

Sec. 5. The duties of the President and Vice-President shall be such 
as commonly pertain to these offices, and the President shall be requir- 
ed to make himself familiar with the character and quantity of work 
performed by the County Auxiliary Societies in his jurisdiction and 
report on their condition at the annual meeting of the Council and 
Fellows. 

Sec. 6. The Secretary shall perform the duties pertaining to that 
office, and shall present an annual report of the proceedings of the 
District Branch to the Recording Secretary of the Kansas Medical 
Society and shall give therein the names of the Fellows and their 
Alternates and the names of the Nominating Committee of the Kan- 
sas Medical Society for his District Branch. 

Sec. 7. The Treasurer shall receive and disburse the funds in ac- 
cordance with sec. 6, of Article IX, and in such manner as may be 
provided by the District Branch. 

Sec. 8. The Executive and Judicial Committee, of which the Presi- 
dent shall be Chairman, shall perform the usual duties of such a com- 
mittee. 

Sec. 9. The Nominating Committee shall present at the annual 
meeting a list of nominees for the several elective offices. 

Sec. 10. The Committee on Applications shali examine the creden- 
tials of al! applicants for membership in the District Branch and re- 
commend that the applicants be or not be admitt. d, according to the 
rules laid down in these by-laws for the application for membership, 
as they may deem best for the best interests of the Society. 

Sec. 11. Each District Branch shall] hold an annual meeting during 
the month of January, February, March, or April, at which shail be 
chosen two Fellows to serve as members on the Committee on Nomi- 
nations of the Kansas Medical Society. 
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Sec. 12. Each District Branch shall make its own by-laws, in con- 
formity with the Constitution and By-Laws of The Kansas Medical 
Society. 

Article VII.—County Auxiliary Societies. 

Section 1. All such County Medical Societies as shall accept the 
invitation of The Kansas Medical Society to become its Auxiliary 
Societies and such other County Societies as shall be organized in 
accordance with the provisions of The Kansas Medical Society, shall 
be the County Auxiliary Societies contemplated herein. 

Sec. 2. when the members of any District Branch, residing in any 
county, are ten in number, they shall fourthwith organize as the 
County Auxiliary of the Kansas Medical Society for that county. 

Sec. 3. The officers of each County Auxiliary Society shall be a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer, and any Society 
may have a second Vice-President. 

Sec. +. The Secretary of the County Auxiliary shall make an annual 
report to the Secretary of the District Branch, which shall contain the 
names of the Fellows and their Alternates and the member of the 
Nominating Committee of such District Branch for his county. 

Sec. 5. Tne Treasurer shall receive and disburse the funds in accord- 
ance with the provisions of sec. 6. of Article IX, and in such manner 
as may be provided by the by-laws of his County Auxiliary Society. 

Sec. 6. At each meeting of the County Auxiliary Society the Pres- 
ident shall appoint a committee on applications, consisting of three 
members, who shall examine the credentials of each applicant and 
report upon the same, 

Sec. 7. Each County Auxiliary Society shall hold an annual meet- 
ing during the month preceding the time set for the annual meeting 
of the District Branch, at which time there shall be chosen Fellows of 
The Kansas Medical Society to the number of one for each ten of the 
membership of the County Auxiliary Society, a corresponding number 
of Alternates and one member of the Nominating Committee of the 
District Branch. 

Sec. 8. Each County Auxiliary Society shal] make its own by- 
laws which shall be in conformity with the Constitution and By- 
Laws of the Kansas Medical Society, and subject to the approval of 
the Council. 

Article VIII.—Membership. 

Section 1. Physicians in good standing, who are graduates of 
reputable medical colleges and resident regular practitioners in the 
State of Kansas shall be eligible for active membership in The Kan- 
sas Medical Society. Physicians in good standing resident in other

states shall be eligible for non-resident membership. Physicians of 
eminence residing in other States shall be eligible for honorary 
membership. 

Sec. 2. Application for resident active membership shall be made 
in prescribed form to the County Auxiliary Society in the county in 
which the applicant resides, or when no such County Auxiliary So- 
ciety exists, to the District Branch. The Council may elect mem- 
bers at the annual meeting, provided the application is approved by 
the officers of the District Branch to which he should belong. 

The applicatton sha‘l be made in the following form, shall be ap- 
proved by two member of the organization to which he applies, and 
shall be accompanied by the membership fee and one year’s dues. 
It shall then be referred to the Committee on Applications and after 
the committee have made their report it may be acted upon. 

Form of Application. 

I hereby make application for membership in the Kansas Medical Society, 
and enclose herewith five dollars, for membership fee (two dollars) and one 


years dues (three dollars.) Iam a graduate of 
and a regular practitioner in the State of Kansas; and 


I hereby subscribe to the rules and regulations of the Kansas Medical Society, 
and agree to abide by the same. 


Bord of Censors. 


Sec. 3. LU pon the nomination by two Fellows, non-resident members 
may be elected by the Council and Fellows after due examination by 
the Council of the credentials of the nominee. Honorary members 
may be elected by the unanimous vote at any regular meeting of The 
Kansas Medical Society. 

Sec. 4. Resident members shall nave all rights and privileges con. 
ferred by their respective County Auxiliary Societies and District 
Branches. They shall be eligible to any office in the gift of the Socie- 
ty; shall be entitled to attend all meetings of the Council and Feilows, 
discuss ali matters which come before it, and shall receive all the pro- 
tection, benefits and support conferred by The Kansas Medical Socicty.

MEDICAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOL CHILDREN. 
M. D. Hoge, Jr., M. D., Richmond, Va., in The Virginia Medical 
Semi-monthly. 

In view of the fact that some time ago the members of the Board 

of Health were requested to make an inspection of the school build- 

r ings, outhouses, and drinking water, and we having performed that 
duty and reported the results, I thought it might prove of interest 
and instruction to state in detail what has been done by other cities 
in inspecting the school children. 

While schools and scholars form two distinct subjects for investi- 
gation, and must be considered from two different view points, still to 
have sanitary buildings frequented by diseased scholars is one thing, 
but sanitary buildings attended by healthy scholars is quite a differ- 
ent matter, and the one to be desired and provided for. 

The first efforts in this country looking toward the hygienic inspec- 
tion of school children were made by Joseph Willard, Esq., of Boston, 
Mass., who read the draft of a proposed law upon the medical inspec- 
tion of schools before the American Social Science Association in 
1875, at its meeting in Detroit, Mich. 

The matter was agitated for years in various public bodies without 
much pracital result till in 1894, during a severe epidemic of diph- 
theria, the School Board of Boston gave its consent to the inaugura- 
tion of the system. 

The plan adopted there was to appoint a discrect, well qualified 
physician at a salary of $——-——-per annum. He was given four 
school houses, embracing a school population of about 1,400 children. 

He made daily visits to the schools soon after opening; the princi- 
pal received from each teacher a report of the symptoms of illness of 
any of the children; the doctor, on arriving, at once privately examin- 
ed the reported children, and kept a record of all facts in the case. 
If the child was too sick to remain at school, it was sent home by the 
teacher with that statement, leaving it optional with the parents to 
call the family doctor. If the disease was of a contagious nature, 
the fact was promptly reported to the School Board. The medical 
inspector never undertook to prescribe for the sick children, his only 
object being to give the parents timely warning in cases of simple 
sickness, and to protect the well children from contagious diseases. 

After this brief outline of the plan, now see what the result of one 
year’s inspection proved. During the session of 1894-°95, out of 14,- 
666 pupils, 9,188 were found to be diseased at one time or another; 
1,745 were sick enough to be sent home; of these, 437 had some in- 
fectious disease, as follows: Diphtheria, 70; scarlet fever, 26; measles 
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110; whooping cough, 28; chicken-pox, 34; mumps, 43; lice, 56; itch, 
42; congenital syphilis, 8. These children had been in their seats or 
playing with the rest, spreading the disease broadcast. 

Without giving the figures, among the other diseases discovered by 
the inspector were abscess, anemia, bronchitis, catarrah, St. Vitus 
dance, debility, disease of the eyes, nose and ear, epilepsy, malaria, 
hip-joint disease, ring worm, tonsilitis, ulcers, wounds, etc., etc. 
Who can estimate the number of sick ones saved from disease, loss of 
time and possible death? The beneficial results of one year’s inspec- 
tion, to be plainly observed, were that the teachers became more in- 
terested in the children and more expert in detecting diseases. As to 
the public, parents felt that there was decidedly less danger in send- 
ing the children to school, so that at once confidence was increased 
along with a feeling of security and contentment. 

From year to year, these inspections have been carried on. The 
inspectors meet monthly, or oftener if the occasion requires it, to 
make out condensed reports, discuss the various phases of the work, 
and thus arrive at uniform methods of action. 

In the city of New York, in the annual report for 1899, we find that 
the total average number of attendance was 413,256; school days, 192; 
schools visited, 594; children examined, 128,787. Of these 9,367 were 
excluded; among them were found measles, 278; diphtheria, 119; 
scarlet fever, 42; croup, 20; whooping cough, 227; mumps, 675; con- 
tagious eye diseases, 1,894, head lice, 4,498; body lice, 86; chicken- 
pox, 474; skin diseases, 988. This work was done by one chief in- 
spector and 150 assistant inspectors. 

From Cleveland, Ohio, Dr. L. B. Tuckerman reports the following: 
A teacher in one of the public schools had sore throat, but she con- 
tinued at work; within two weeks five children out of her room died, 
and there were over 40 cases of diphtheria in the same school, which 
were traceable to her as the source of infection. 

In Philadelphia last year 350 schools were inspected; there were 
found contagious skin diseases, 62; diphtheria, 77; whooping cough, 
18; chicken- pox, 13; lice, 66; scarlet fever, 6; ring worm, 60, etc., 
etc. And sol might go on giving you statistics from a number of 
cities, all showing practically the same results. 

For the above fact and figures I am indebted to Dr. D. S. Lamb, of 
Washington D. C., who has studied the subject very exhaustively, 
and has placed his collected material at my disposal. 

Is it enough for the School Board to build houses, elect teachers, 
and formulate certain rules for their guidance, then throw open the 
the decors and invite in as many children as possible? Are you aware

that 66 2-3 per cent. of the infectious diseases of children are found 
among those who attend public schools? If I have shown anything, 
it is the fact that our public schools are so many foci for the dissemi- 
nation of sickness and death, which, may be reduced to a minimum. 

Without wishing at present to formulate any rules and regulations, 
but simply to throw out some suggestions of a practical nature—for 
that, after all, is the object of the paper—I would say: 

1st. There should be a closer touch in the future between the School 
Board and the Board of Health. Calling on the latter from time to 
time for advice or opinion on matters relating to public hygiene and 
health. 

2d. There should be one chief medical inspector elected (as are 
teachers), at a salary of $ per annum, who should be a clear, 
levelheaded physician of discretion and education, who also should be 
a bacteriologist capable of making a rapid and skilful diagnosis of 
diphtheria, tuberculosis, etc., and who should be responsible for the 
faithful work of the assistant inspectors, and aid them in every way 


possible. 
3d. There should be four assistant medical inspectors elected (as are 
the teachers), at a salary of $——-—per annum, whose duty it should 


be to divide the schools as evenly as possibie between them; visit each 
one every school day between the hours of 8:50 and 9:30 A.M.; exam- 
ine all sick children reported by the principal through the teachers; 
keep full records of each case; have those requiring it sent home by 
the teacher; take cultures from all suspected diphtheritic throats, and 
bring such promptly to the chief medical inspector for bacteriological 
diagnosis; verify all vaccinations; have general sanitary supervision 
of the buildings and surroundings; from time to time address the 
teachers on sanitary and health measures; have monthly, or oftener, 
meetings for conference and report, and, in fine, such duties as the 
School Board should see fit to impose upon them. 


RECTAL FEEDING. 


D. Percy Hickling, M. D., Washington, D. C., in the Virginia Medical Semi- 

Monthly. 

The old adage that we must not judge everybody by ourselves, has 
often appeared to me to be a fallacy, for with a vast majority of peo- 
ple self is the criterion from which judgment is rendered. 

IT must confess that it is in violation of this old saw which has 
prompted me to select the subject of Rectal Feeding for consideration 
this evening. I can well remember the impression the subject made 
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upon my mind before I received my degree; when I was told that life, 
weight, and even acomfortable condition, might be maintained by 
having eggs, milk, beef, whiskey, and brandy, etc., injected into the 
rectum, and this might be maintained indefinitely to the satisfaction 
of all concerned. But alas, when I attempted the actual use of this 
method of alimentation, I am free to confess that I found several dif- 
ficulties; for while a good meal of beef, eggs, milk and whiskey was 
carefully prepared in as small a bulk as possible, and given with great 
care, the patient not only resented the method of use, but in a large 
number of cases promptly rejected the meal, which had been so care- 
fully prepared, uatil rectal alimentation was gradually relegated to 
iy cerebral shelf, to be used only in the most extreme cases, gener- 
ally when the patient’s hours were numbered. It would seem from 
my limited inquiries among nurses, students, and physicians that my 
own experience has merely been that of many otters. 

During the last six months, however, prompted by observation in 
several hospitals in one of the greatest of the western cities, I have 
used this method of feeding almost constantly at the Washington 
Asylum Ifospital, and in a number of private patients whose condi- 
tiou seem to require it. The methods employed has been so success- 
ful and the benefits derived so encouraging, both to physicians and 
patients that I feel fully justified in bringing this subject to your at- 
tention. 

According to a paper by the late Dr. D. W. Bliss, printed in the 
Medical Record in 1882, pancreatic enemata were first used in 1671; 
and since that time many careful observers have shown beyond ques- 
tion the power of the rectum to absorb food and probably digest it for 
long periods of time. The late Dr. Flint reported a case of a woman 
who lived five years almost entirely nourished by the rectum, and for 
the period of one year and three months life was entirely supported 
in thismanner. Dr. Kauffman had nine patients in the Kolmer Bur- 
ger Hospital, seven of whom had cancer of the cesophagus, one can- 
cer of the pylorus, and one case of chronic ulcer of the stomach, each 
of whom lived nine months or more, and one of the patients walked 
about the ward, and solid, well-formed feces were discharged each 
day. ‘Ihe lite of President Garfield was sustained many weeks by 
this methed of nourishment. In fact, the medical literature is well 
supplied with detailed reports of life being maintained tor greater or 
longer periods of time by this method; so that I shall not devote any 
time to the physiology of absorption and assimilation by the rectum. 
Ishall merely consider in this paper some of the conditions where 
this method of feeding is indicated, the kind and quantity of food re- 
quired, the frequency of its use, and the methods of administration. 
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Nutrient enemas are indicated in severe cases of acute gastritis, in 
chronic gastritis, in gastric ulcers, hemorrhages of the stomach, in 
excessive vomiting, in paralysis of the cesophagus, in strictures of the 
cesophagus, in surgical operations upon the liver and gall bladder, 
in cancers of the stomach, where it may be located, and in obstruc- 
tions of the bowels until operative measures may be undertaken to re- 
move the cause. It is one of the best methods, in my judgment, of 
treating all cases of laparotomy during the three or four days follow- 
ing the operation. It would seem to me that it would prove the most 
valuable method of treatment of peritonitis that we have at our dis- 
posal, as it undoubtedly accomplishes that abnormal rest which can 
be only obtained by immense doses of opium. The claim of Dr. Ochs- 
ner that all cases of appendicitis after thirty-six hours are best treated 
in this way, reserving the knife for an interval or where a superficial 
circumscribed abscess is formed, has, according to my experience, 
been fully confirmed. While I am aware that this treatment will not 
cure every case, yet it reduces a mortality of 20 per cent to 5 per cent, 
in perforated and gangrenous appendicitis, and where the treatment 
is started early it is believed by Dr. Oschner should not reach more 
than twoand one-half per cent. And where diffuse peritonitis is 
present, a large number of cases give a mortality of only 55 per cent 
in the hands of the same operator. 

The kind of food is of great importance, and while the various for- 
mulas containing milk, eggs and whiskey and the usual beef extracts 
may be retained occasionally and fora short period of time, yet in 
many patients and after a brief use, they are likely to cause irritation 
and to be promptly rejected even when the quantity does not exceed 
two ounces, and where it is not given more than twice in twenty-four 
hours. I believe that one ounce of peptonized beef and three ounces 
of normal salt solution, as suggested by Dr. Oschner, to be the proper 
and probably the best form of food to admiuister. The beef may be 
prepared by using five ounces of finely scraped lean beef and an ounce 
and a half of finely chopped pancreas, entirely free from fat; one 
ounce of this mixture to be added to three ounces of normal salt solu- 
tion warmed to about 99° and injected into the rectum every four 
hours, night and day; or one ounce of any of the standard makes of 
predigested beef may be substituted for the beef and pancreas when 
it may be found more convenient. Of course, the rectum should be 
empty. This may be brought about by washing with pure water at 
least one hour before the nutrient enema is to be given. The patient 
should be in a recumbent pasition, of course, and may be on the side 
or back. In surgical cases where the abdomen has been opened, I al- 
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ways have had it administered without moving the patient. A hard 
rubber or metal syringe, holding four ounces, should be used in the 
place of the Davidson’s syringe, or any of the forms of fountain syr- 
inges, as these are likely to admit air, or to allow the fluid to rush in 
too rapidly, they are likely also to cause waste. It is always difficult, 
if not impossibe, to maintain an even and proper temperature of the 
solution. ‘ihe syringe should be attached toa soft rubber catheter, 
about No. 20 French, introduced from four to six inches, and the in- 
jection made slowly and gently. If these directions are carefully fol- 
lowed there will be no irritation and the injections will be retained 
so that the use of the opium suppositories will not be required. I 
have had occasion to use this in one case where the rectum was very 
irritable, and where there had been considerable tenesmus before the 
operation, but the method employed seemed to act as a sedative, 
instead of an irritant, and was retained without discomfort. I do not 
believe that this method of feeding would be contra indicated in some 
of the forms of chronic diarrhoea. 


ON THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN HUMAN AND BOVINE 
TUBERCULOSIS. 
Philadelphia Medical Journal. 

J. G. Adami, Montreal, after a review of the literature, gives the 
following complete summary: 

1. Bovine tuberculosis is easily conveyed from cattle to cattle, and, 
whether by inhalation (the most common method), by the milk (in 
calves), by contamination of stalls and drinking water through the 
agency of the saliva and nasal discharge, through the genito-urinary 
passages, or by intra-uterine infection (very rare), this transmission 
from one animal of the bovine species to another is far and away the 
commonest mode of infection in cattle, so common that for practical 
purposes all other modes may be neglected. 

2. Human tuberculosis is transmissible to cattle. Pure cultures of 
these bacilli rarely cause infection. Mixtures of tubercle bacilli with 
other micro-organisms (as in sputum) appear to be more infectious. 
The difficulty in inducing artificial tuberculosis favors the idea that 
natural infection of cattle with human tubercle bacilli must be of 
singularly rare occurrence. 

3. Swine appear to be fairly easily infected with both human and 
bovine tubercle bacilli and when infected with the former these gain 
an increased virulence for guinea pigs and rabbits. But while 
through the use of infected milk these animals become frequently in- 
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fected from cattle, conditions favoring the reverse process are rare, 
Thus, while it may occasionally be that swine, or possibly other dom- 
estic animals act as intermediaries in the passage of tuberculosis from 
human beings to cattle, the conditions favoring such transmission 
from man to the hog, or from the hog to cattle, so rarely show them- 
selves that again, for practical purposes, this mode of infection may 
be neglected. 

4. If this be so, it should be possible to eradicate bovine tubercu- 
losis in a region in which human tuberculosis continues to be wide- 
spread. 

5. Human tuberculosis in the majority of cases is conveyed from 
human being to human being by inhalation, more rarely it is con- 
veyed through the alimentary tract, still more rarely through the 
genital tract, through surface wounds, and from the mother to the 
fetus, during intra-uterine life. 

6. Everything points to the fact, that in the main the bacilli caus- 
ing infection in man are derived from previous cases of the disease in 
man. 

7. By sojourn in the human body and passage from man to man the 
human tubercle bacilli have acquired properties differing from those 
acquired by bacilli which have passed through cattle: their shape dif- 
fers, the rate of growths and the appearance of the growths outside 
the body are different; their virulence towards the animals of the 
laboratory is also different. 

8. These differences are not, however, sufficiently marked or con- 
stant enough to permit us to conclude that we are dealing with dis- 
tinct species. On the contrary, the evidence at our disposal points 
clearly to the fact, that in the different species of animals we en- 
counter at most races of tubercle bacilli, which by growth in the body 
of animals of anothsr species take on the characteristics of the race 
of bacilli peculiar to that species. 

9. Bovine tuberculosis can be transmitted to man and this either 
through weunds or through the digestive tract. 

10. By passage through cattle the tubercle bacilli gains increased 
virulence for cattle, rabbits and guinea pigs, but lessened virulence 
for man and (it would seem also) for carnivorous animals. 

11. It is infants and those of early age who are liable to be infected 
by the tubercle bacilli of bovine origin and this through the agency 
of milk. The statistics bearing upon the continued frequency of 
tuberculosis in children and upon the relative frequency of intestinal 
and abdominal tuberculosis in children must be accepted as conclusive 
evidence upon this point. 
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12. Even with children a consideration of the great frequency of 
bovine tuberculosis in certain regions and of the absence of any record 
of tuberculosis affecting those supplied from a given ‘‘milk round,” 
leads to the conclusion that the bovine bacilli have not heightened 
virulence. 

13. The few positive recurds we possess of direct transmission of 
tuberculosis from cattle to man through the agency of the milk indi- 
cate that infection is brought about only by the employment of milk 
of cattle which are very extensively diseased, more especially of those 
suffering from udder disease. Such milk contains enormous numbers 
of bacilli. In other words large numbers of tubercle bacilli are re- 
quired in order to infect human beings with bovine tuberculosis. This 
again is an indication that the bacillus cannot be regarded as having 
gained a heightened virulence for man, and that infection is not very 
readily communicated. 

14. Animals showing physical signs of tuberculosis (for mild grades 
of the disease afford no physical signs) and, above ail, those exhibit- 
ing udder tuberculosis, should therefore be condemned and under no 
conditions should their milk be used for food. 

15. Where there is tuberculosis in a herd, Bang’s method should be 
employed, the animals reacting to tuberculin being separated from 
healthy ones; the milk fromthe reacting animals for whatever pur- 
pose used, should be Pasteurized so as effectively to destroy the 
tubercle bacilli. 

16. The great cause of infantile mortality is inflammation of the 
stomach and intestines (gastro-enteritis and diarrhea) and this is 
proved to be mainly brought about by the use of badly kept and fer- 
menting milk. Wholly apart therefore from the question of tubercu- 


losis it is imperatively necessary that greater care should be exercised 
by all concerned ia the distribution of milk, the general measures 
taken to lessen this, the greatest scourge of childhood (prohibition of 
use of milk from cattle showing any form of sickness, Pasteurization 
of milk, etc.), will equally lessen the danger of the transmission of 
tuberculosis from cattle to man. 


METHODS OF INCISING, SEARCHING AND SUTURING THE 
KIDNEY. 
British Medical Journal, Feb. 1, 1902. 

Howard A. Kelly, Baltimore, finds the ureteral catheter of value in 
several ways: in the first place, before the operation, the catheter is 
passed up the ureter into the pelvis of the kidney, which is then 
thoroughly irrigated and washed out by letting water flow into it 
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from a funnel, in this way distending the pelvis; the water then es- 
capes down the ureter into the bladder, and out into a receptacle 
through a catheter introduced through the urethra; boracic acid or a 
week carbolic acid solution may be run through the kidney in this way, 
washing away the pus, and rendering the surfaces relatively clean. 
The second use of the catheter is after washing out the pelvis to leave ) 
it in situ, and then to expose the kidney by the lumbar incision; before 
incising the kidney, however, fluid is forced rapidly into the renal 
pelvis, so as to distend the pelvis and cause the kidney to swell up, 
making prominent certain surface landmarks which serve as a guide 
for a correct incision into the organ. If the kidney is grasped in the 
full hand during the distention the exact position of the calices can 
be detected, as it alternately swells and collapses as the fluid is forced 
in. If one part is sacculated, or if the cortex is thinner at one point, 
this is also at once evident, and the incision is best made there. In 


normal kidneys this distention is almost imperceptible on the convex 


surface, but where calculi are present the antero-posterior diameter is 
sometimes increased 1.5cm. | 

The lobules of the kidney are made prominent and the fibrous vas- 
cular septa between them are readily distinguished when the kidney 
is distended, Ifthe kidney is cut into this distended state, there is 
less injury to the cortex, and the operator is at once made aware of 
the opening into the pelvis by the sudden gush of water. A small 
stone is sometimes washed out in this way, saving a painstaking 
search and further cutting. The irrigation of the pelvis of the kid- { 
ney out through the incision by means of the renal catheter can be 
kept up as long as the catheter is left in and the wound remains open. 

The best place to incise the kidney is down through the lateral 
portion of the posterior pyramids between the anterior and posterior 
vascular trees. [The worst possible incision is the one which follows 
the course of or wounds largely the vascular column found in tle 
cortical septa between the pyramids. In order, then, to make the in- 
cision correctly, one must cut parallel to Broedel’s line and parallel to 
the posterior surface of the kidney, leaving about three-fifths of the 
kidney anterior and two-fifths posterior to the incision. The cut must 
be extended in a parallel direction to the posterior surface and not 
angling towards the centre of the kidney, as one would naturally in- 
cline to do. 

Through such an incision, laying open the calices, both anterior 
and posterior system of calices can be readily explored. 

These rules hold good when the topographic anatomy of the kidney 
is normal or nearly normal. About two-thirds of all kidneys are con-

structed on these lines, and in all such cases the landmarks just given 
will prove a reliable guide. 

Owing to irregularities of fetal development the circulation of the 
kidney may assume a more or less abnormal character. The effect of 
such abnormal arrangement upon the circulation along the lateral 
border may be such that the least vascular plane is shifted forward so 
that it comes to lie in the plane of median section or may extend even 
into the anterior portion of the kidney. Conditions of this kind are 
as a rule recognized in two ways. 

1. By the form of the kidney, which shows Broedel’s longitudinal 
white line not on the anterior surface, but further back, as well as the 
bulging of the posterior surface of the kidney (which is much flattened 
in normal cases). 

2. By the arrangement of the large arterial trunks at the hilum. If 
the palpating finger feels as many vessels entering the parenchyma 
anteriorly to the pelvis as posteriorly, this would be an indication for 
an incision through the middle of the lateral convex border. If there 
are even more vessels posteriorily to the pelvis than anteriorly (ex- 
tremely rare), the least vascular plane would be found in the anterior 
third of the kidney. 

To reiterate: the incision should pass parallel to the longitudinal 
white line, 1 cm. away from it and on the same side of the kidney 
where the palpating finger feels the lesser number of vessels, in the 
majority of cases on the posterior surface, but occasionally anteriorly. 

Where the renal pelvis is not divided, after extracting the stone, he 
then explores the remaining calices with a little delicate steel curved 


handle attached to a blunt knife, which at once reveals the presence 
of even a small stone by the grating sensation conveyed. When a 
stone is found the blunt curvei handle may be pushed up into the 
calyx, and the incision made down through the prominent part of the 
corresponding pyramid, and the stone extracted in this way through 
small additional incision, in case it cannot be lifted out with forceps 
through the original incision. 


THE STUDY OF QUARANTINE IN THE LIGHT OF MODERN 
PROGRESS. 
New York Medical Record, March 29, 1902. 


A. H. Glennan, United States Marine Hospital Service, regards as 
the most comprehensive exposition of the meaning and scope of 
quarantine the one given by Surgeon General Wyman: ‘'The adoption 
of restrictive measures to prevent the introduction of disease from one 
country or locality into another.” The present state of sanitary 
thought on this subject is summarized by the author by quoting the 
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rules formulated at the recent Pan-American Congress, which met in 
the City of Mexico: 1. All matters relating to maritime quarantine 
should be intrusted to the national governments, which shall have the 
sole right to institute maritime quarantine; to establish the necessary 
quarantine stations, both land and floating; to define the length of 
time during which a vessel may be detained and to adopt such meas- 
ures as may be deemed necessary to prevent the introduction of con- 
tagious disease. 2. In the port of each of the signatory states there 
should be established two kinds of quarantine; first, that of inspection 
or observation; and second, that of detention and disinfection. 3. The 
signatory parties agree to recommend that prohibitive quarantine on 
all kinds of newly manufactured merchandise between ports and ter- 
ritories of the parties shall be abolished. 4. The signatory parties 
hereby agree to co-operate with and lend every possible effort to the 
municipal, provincial, or local authorities within their respective 
limits, to the end that efficient and modern sanitary conditions may be 
obtained in all ports and territories of each, for the purpose that 
quarantine restriction may be diminished to a minimum and finally 
abolished. 5. The signatory republics further agree that it shall be 
the duty of their respective health and quarantine organizations to 
promptly notify the diplomatic or consular representatives of the sig- 
natory republics stationed within their territory of the existence and 
progress within their sovereign limits of the following diseases, 
namely: Cholera, yellow fever, bubonic plague, smallpox, or other 
serious pestilential outbreaks. It shall be the duty of the sanitary 
authorities in the respective ports to note on the bills of health the 
transmissible diseases which may exist in said ports prior to the sail- 
ing of the vessel. 6. In order to bring health and quarantine organ- 
izations more closely together for mutual benefit and international 


co-operation, a general convention of representatives of these organi- | 


zations shall be provided for as hereinafter specified. It is recom- 
mended that an international sanitary committee shall be established, 
whose membership shall consist of not more than five delegates 
appointed by each republic; said delegates to be selected from the re- 
spective health and quarantine organization of each republic; such 
delegates to be selected from the respective health and quarantine 
organizations of each republic, so far as practicable. ‘Thata general 


convention of these delegates shall be held once every two years, in 
which convention one delegate may represent more than one republic, 
the voting to be by republics, each republic represented having one 
vote in the convention. 

The time of meeting and the appointment of an executive board 
are also provided for.
